KITCHENER HAS HUMANITY, 


He Is Good to Colonials and Has 
Sympathy for the Regulars. 


T have had a talk with a young 
New Zealander, who has served for 
the past 18 months in South Africa, 
and I asked him what he thought of 
Kitchener, writes a correspondent. 

“Woll,’? said he, “he’s a soldier out 
and out, but the stories of his 
cruelty. and hard+heartedness are al 
‘stuff. He wants work done, and 
means to havo it done, and in his 
own way, too ; but once that’s sct- 
dled he is as good to his men as any 
of the generals. 

“Like all the other generals, he 
was always very good to us colonials 
though he worked us hard. He knew 
we could stand it. He is immensely 
proud of his troops, and his whole 
heart is in his work, in which anyono 
can see he delights. I have talked to 
officers who worked immediately un- 
der him, and they all agree that 
there is nobody like him for details. 
Nothing is left to others if he can 
look into it for himself. 

“After a hard day’s work in the 
saddle he will hurry off, after a 
hasty meal, and go from bed to bed 
inquiring into each man’s case, and 

ASKING HOW HE FARES. 
Perhaps, as you say’’—I had inter- 
rupted him—‘‘this is from practical- 
ness rather than sentiment or sym- 
pathy. He thinks a well led, well 
cared for soldier is a better fighting 
machine than a hungry, discontented 
man. But he can be sympathetic, 
too. 

“While I was in Pretoria I heard a 
story which shows this. His troops 
were somewhere south of Johannes- 
burg, and they had had several days 
of marching and skirmishing, and 
were thoroughly ‘done up.’ Jn the 
evening Kitchener went round with 
the guard, and one of the outposts, 
an English regular—quite a boy— 
was found sitting on a hillock fast 
asleep.

But 
when he’ caught sight of Kitchener’s 
face he waked up in real earnest. 
But he was too scared even to salute 
he simply stared at him. I suppose 
he thought he would be shot.

himself next morning. It must have 
been an ugly walk for him behind 
sitchener as they visited the other 
outposts. The next day he reported 
himself, doubtless expecting the

Of all our domestic fowls the 
GOO80 appears to have figured most 
in history and literature. It flour- 
ished in Egypt, and was even an ob- 
ject of worship among the carly 
Egyptians, as Sir John Lubbock 
tells us it is in Ceylon. 
The Romans esteemed the goose 
for its feathers and flesh ay well as 
for its wakefulness and vigilance, 
which sayed the capisol of Rome 
from the Gauls. While the watch 
dogs of the city were not aroused, 
the geese discovered the approach of 
the enemy, and by. their cackling 
saved the city. By this act their 
part in the history of the world 
may be as important as that of the 
yellow dog in Dr. Hale’s story of 
Joseph in Egypt. 
The goose is frequently mentioned 
in Grecian literature—Aristophanes, 
Euripides, and Xenophon all refer to 
it, One of the most familiar of 
Aesop’s fables has the goose for its 
subject. 
The general use of tho goose as a 
part of the celebration of Michael- 
mas, September 29, the festival of 
St. Michael, a day which is observ- 
ed in many parts of Europe, may be 
a lezacy from pagan aneestors like 
the association of the egg with Has- 
ter. Queen Elizabeth is said to 
have been eating goose on 
Michachnas Day, when news was 
brought her of the destruction of 
the Spanish Armada. Popular trad- 
ition has it that she thus set the 
fashion of eating goose on that day, 
but old records show that tne cus- 
tom dated far back of that time. 
In the days of the Saxon kings no 
feast was completo without goose in | 
somo form. H

A dospatch from Ottawa says:—Not 
for many years has tho city been so 
moved to sorrow as When the news 
flashed through the streets or over 
the telephone on Friday night that 
tio bright young Ottawans, moving | 
MM the best circles of the capital, are 
sleeping their last long sicep in the 
icy waters of the Ottawa River. ‘Tho 
victims are Miss LBossie Blair, a 
younger daughter of Hon. A, GQ. 
Blair, Minister of Railways and Can- 
als, and Mr. H. A. Harper, assistant 
editor of the Labor Gazette. 

Skating parties have been all the 

vogue on the Ottawa River this week, | 
The Governor-General and Lady| 
Minto, and many friends have fre- 
quently taken advantage of the 
splendid condition of tho ice. Se- 
veral ladies and gentlemen in the 
Government JTlouse set were on the, 
ice, and on the way home one party; 
broke through near Governor's Bay, | 
but fortunately in shallow water, 
and all got out safely. It was to 
one party of six which lingered on 
the ice later than others to which 
the disaster came, 
Homeward bound about 6 o'clock, ; 
this party consisted of Mr. A, N. 
Treadgold, mining enginecr, of Daw- 
son, and Miss Amy Blair, who were 
probably a quarter of a mile in the} 
lead. Then came Mr. Alexander 
Creelman, clerk in the Imperial Bank 
here, and Miss Bessie Blair, and 40 
or 50 yards behind them Mr. Harper 
and Miss Snowball, daughter of Sen- 
ator Snowball, of Chatham, -N. B. 

The party were coming along gaily 
utterly regardless of danger, and had 
just passed the head of Kettle Island 
opposite Rocklifle Park, and well to- 
wards the Quebec shore, when sud- 
denly the skates of Mr, Creelman and 
Miss Blair struck on thin, soft ico. 
They were thrown forward violently 
and crashed headforemost into a 
treacherous aiz-hole into the water. 
Creelman held on to Miss Blair and 
called ont to Harper and Miss Snow- 
ball to keep away, that they could do 
more by keeping away. 

HARPER’S HEROISM. 


Harper, however, did not wait an 
instant. Telling Miss Snowball to 
skate to the Gatineau Point shore 
(Quebec side) for help, he threw off 
his coat and gauntlets, and, without 
a moment’s hesitation plunged into 
the water to the rescue. Mr. Creel- 
man says that before Harper could 
reach them he (Creelman) had made 
an effort to lift Miss Bessie on the 
ice, but with the weight of her sod- 
dened clothing could not succeed. 
Creelman sank in the attempt, and 
on rising found he was unaer tne ice. 
He smashed it with his hand, and 
clung to the thin sheet as best he 
could. Looking around he could not 
see a trace of either Harper or Miss 
Blair. Both had gone down. 

Meantime the screams and cries of 
Miss Snowball aroused pcople in Gat- 
ineau Point village, and they were 
also heard by Miss Amy Blair and 
Mr. Treadgold. Matthias Blais, who 
lives in a shack below the village, 
pushed off in his punt to the scene of 
the acgident to which Miss Snowball 
directed him, and there he found 
Creelman in the water clinging to 
dhe ice. Blais had just succeeded in 
getting Creelman into the boat when 
\‘freadgeld ‘skated up to render as- 
sistance. They seurched for the oth- 
er two members of the party, but 
without success, and reluctantly had 
to leave the scene, to convey to the 
shore Mr. Creelman, who was be 
numbed with cold, and almost un- 
conscious after his immersion of 20 
minutes. At the Blais house he was 
stripped of his clothing, and put in 
blankets, and about nine o’clock had

They met everywhere with 
the heartiest reception from the 
sightseers lining the brightly-be- 
decked and troop-guarded route, The 
scene in the library and the corpora- 
tion's historic quarters, where Their 
Royal Lighnesses were received by 
the Lord Mayor, -Sir Joseph C. 
Dimsdale, and the corporation, was 
picturesque. Levee or diplomatic 
dress, uniforms or judicial robes 
were worn by the majority of 
guests, among whom were 
agents-general of the colonies. 
Prominent among other notables 
present were Lord Salisbury, Lord 
Roseberry, and Mr. and Mrs. Cham- 
berlain. 
The reception was mado the occa- 
Sion of a demonstration in favor of 
the Government and of Mr. Chamber- 
lain, the Colonial Secretary, as well 
as of emphasizing the loyalty of the 
colonies and their devotion to Great 
Britain. It was a purely family af- 
fair, no foreign diplomats being in- 
vited; but the Englishmen present 
included most of the notabilities of 
the country. The Prince of Wales 
wore the full uniform of a rear-ad- 
mira). The Princess was dressed in 
black brocaded velvet, relieved by a 
long chain of diamonds. The Lord 
Mayor and aldermen wore their 
State robes. Seated in the vicinity 
of the Prince and Princess of Wales 
were Lord Salisbury, in tlie Windsor 
uniform, and Lord Rosebery and the 
Duke of Devonshire, in the same un- 
iform, with the broad ribbon of the 
Garter, Last, but not least, was 
Mr. Chamberlain, in c6urt uniform. 
The Prince of Wales seized the op- 
portunity to make a long, states- 
manlike ;speech on the relation of 
the great Mother Land and the col- 
onies. Speaking about the Dominion 

he said :— f 

“To Canada was borne the mes- 
Sage already conveyed to Australia 
and New Zealand, of the Mother 
Land’s loving appreciation of the 
services rendered by its gallant sons. 
In the journey from ocean to ocean, 
marvelous in its comfort and organ- 
ization, we were enabled to see some 
thing of its matchless scenery, the 
richness of its soil, and the bound- 
less possibilities of that vast and 
but partly explored territory. We 
Saw, too, the success which hag 
crowned the efforts to weld into one 
community the peoples of its two 
great races.’”’ eae 

APPROBATION OF THE 
COLONIES. | 

Mr. Chamberlain was accorded a 
tremendous reception when he rose 
to respond to Lord Rosebery’s toast 
to the colonies, but neither he nor 
Lord Rosebery said anything of in- 
‘ternational importance. 

Lord Salisbury alone referred 
the topic of which everyone 
thinking, England’s unpopularity 
abroad. He said :— P 

“No doubt it is true just at this 
moment that we have many enemies 
who are not very reticent in ex- 
pressing their opinion, but on the 
other hand, to-day’s celebration, 
which is largely due to the action 
and co-operation of their Royal 
Highnesses, has shown that we pos- 
sess, in the support of’ our distant 
kinsmen an approval ond a sanction 
which, to us, is infinitely more im- 
portant than all the contempt and 
al] the censure that we may receive 
from other nations.’’ 

This remark of the Premier was 
greeted with prolonged cheerirg, ai- 
ter which he continued, saying:—‘‘I 
cannot admit that they are judges 
of our conduct, or that we can mod- 
ify our proceedings in deference to 
their opinion. What we look to are 
the opinions of .our own kinsmen, 
who belong to our own Empire. We 
have received from all portions of 
that Empire an indication that we 
have lost nothing in the opinion 
they held of the justice of our 
claim,’’

GERMAN UNEMPLOYED. 


Large Proportion of Artisans Out 
Of Work. 


A despatch from Berlin says:i—Ofi- 
cial investigations made by the Mun- 
icipal Council as to the number of 
unemployed in the various industries 
of Germany reveal a rather worse 
condition of affairs than had already 
been intimated by the German press. 

These investigations have resulted 
in showing that 20,600 men are em- 
ployed in the metal trades to-day, 
a3 against 73,100 employed in these 
same trades in the month of October 
1900. ‘The working how's have been 
reduced in half of the factories. The 
unemployed in the larger toWns am- 
ount to from seven to ten per cent. 
of theix populations, and the aggre- 
gate of unemuloyed in Germany 
reached 500,000, or four per cent. of 
the total number of artisans in the 
country. 

The Arbciter Markt, which pub- 
lishes the foregoing report of the 
Municipal Council, says, commenting 
thereon, that one-twentieth of the 
whole number of laborers in the em- 
pire are forced to remain idle in tho 
optimistically

Locomotive, Train and 
Thrown Into a Canyon, 
A despatch from Vancouver, %.0,, 
siys :—Vhrough the sliding of a 
mass of overhanging rock, by which 
the track was swept away in what is 
by far tho. wildest section of the 
mountain district, an extra  west- 
bound freight train of the C.P.R. at 
5.15 on Wriday morning Plunge.

death the driver of the locomotive, 
Randall, and Pottruff, his fireman. 
Their death must necessarily have

‘The simple 
existence of headache, therefore, should 


Suggest eye strain, but frequently a 


careful inquiry as to the manner and 
time of the attack and the location of 
the severest pain will be almost conclu- 
Sive as to the origin of the trouble. Of- 
ten it comes on whenever the eyes are 
used and is absent whenever the eyes 
have had a proper season of rest.” 

Congestion, irritability or inflamma- 
tion of the eyes and their appendages 
should always suggest the suspicion of 
eye strain. A single attack or manifes- 
tation of this kind has no special sig- 
nificance, but repeated attacks of in- 
flammation or prolonged congestion or 
irritability are suggestive of a continu- 
ing cause. A strange thing with refer- 
ence to eye strain is that {t often exists 
to an exceptional degree without show- 
ing any symptoms in the eye. The pa- 
tient will often say that the eyes are 
perfectly good and haye neyer caused 
any irritation.

MERE MACHINE IN THE 
HANDS OF GOVERNMENT. 
The Working People Are Encour- 
aged as a Class But Not as 
Individuals. 


To an English observer nothing is 
more striking than the attitude of 
the German Government toward the 
working population of the empire. 
Its leaders, from the Hmperor down, 
are unequalled for the lively intelli- 
gence with which they recognize con- 
ditions and for the promptitude with 
which they act. It is perfectly plain 
to them that the hope af Germany 
lies with the manutactories ; there- 
fore the industrial classes must be 
trained, protected, and encouraged. 
One who follows public discussion of 
the subject, for instance, in the 
Reichstag, is curiously _ impressed 
with the attitude of insensibility to- 
ward the individual desires or hopes 
of the workman. As a man the 
workman is not to be considered for 
an instant, but as an implement to 
carve a way for Germany to indus- 
trial and commercial greatness, to 
colonies, and a vast navy, he is very 
precious, indeed. Everything is 
done, therefore, that can be done to 
make this implement keener, bright- 
er, and more efficient. The individual 
is nothing, the workman everything. 
Fenee the military service teaches 
the young man explicit obedience to 
authority, makes him a perfect ser- 
vant in the hands of the great gov- 
erning power, and teaches him to 
rely implicitly upon it. And during 
every moment of his subsequent life 
the workman treads a pathway plain- 
ly marked out for him by the in- 
finitely numerous rules and regula- 
tions of. the Government. 


WHEN A WORKMAN IS BORN, 


he must be baptized in a Govern- 
ment church and obtain a certificate; 
he must be confirmed to religion in a 
Government church ; if he marries, 
the same power issucs the permission 
and stands sponsor for the ceremony; 
and, when he dies, he is buried under 
Government supervision. He must 
not say what he thinks freely, as the 
Englishman relieves his mind in 
Hyde Park, or the American assails 
the administration from the political 
stump, for if he talks too much 
about how he is being governed he is 
likely to be clapped in jail as a dis- 
turber of the peace. die may not 
even spend his money wholly as he 
pleases. Instead of allowing a man 
to have his wages and to do what he 
pleases with them, giving him the 
self-discipline of learning to save and 
plan against the rainy day, the Ger- 
man Government says to its work- 
men : ‘‘You must be frugal whether 
you want to or not.’’ Consequently 
tens of thousands of workmen must 
buy little cards, paste stamps on 
them for every week, and turn them 
the police at the end of 
every year. These cards 

INSURE THE WORKMAN 


against sickness and accident, and 
secures his relief during old age, so 
that if anything befalls a workman 
he does not become a charge on the 
State or on the employer—who, in- 
deed, pays part of the premium for 
the insurance. This has made pov- 
erty almost unknown, and, consider- 
éd from the point of view of a finan- 
cial and Government enterprise, it 
has been vast and successful beyond 
praise. One in every twenty  per- 
sons in the empire has been support- 
ed at some time by these insurance 
funds. In 1897 there was a reserve 
fund of over $202,500,000, and the 
amount of insuranee paid to the sick 
was over $26,000,000, to those who 
had suffered accidents over $15,000,- 
000, and to the aged and feeble over 
$14,000,000. Moreover, . there are 
many other aid and pension systems, 
both State and private, many work- 
men even belng compelled to insure 
in a death fund, so that their fun» 
eral expouses may be paid and they 
may be laid away In the little green 
cemetery with cast-iron cros per- 
haps containing their tintype at the 
head of thelr graves.

It will be easily seen from the fore- 
going statements that there still re- 
mains $100 of fines in the township 
treasury, which can be used by the tem- 
perance association at any time for the 
reenforcement of the law, while said 
law remains in force. 

Now, in the face of these facts our op- 
ponents would have the public to be- 
lieve that the Local Option by-law is of 
little or no use, and therefore ought to 
be repealed. But if this were the case, 
and it was proving to be little or no 
hindrance to the selling of liquor in the 
township, then why such strenuous and 
premature efforts on the part of those 
interested in the business, to have a 
repealing by-law passed. Premature, I 
say, because the petition now acted up- 
on by the council was presented a year 
ago, and which virtually asked the 
council (to exceed their power as pre- 
scribed by the statutes) to pass a repeal- 
ing by-law before such action could be 
legally taken by them. 

Again it has been stated that it is not 
a workable law. Now I hold that a 
law under which parties can be fined or 
sent to prison for breaking it, is a work- 
able law. And the fact that parties at 
one time doing business in this town- 
ship and breaking this law, have paid 
fines and gone in search of more con- 
genial surroundings elsewhere, ought to 
be proof conclusive that it isa workable 
law. ‘True there are difficulties to be 
encountered in connection with its strict 
enforcement, and while we admit that 
the law has not been properly observed, 
yet this is no reason why it should be 
repealed at the present time. The fact 
is, leniency has been grossly abused by 
those with whom we have had to do in 
this matter. Only the minimum fine 
has been collected in any case, while 
some of these might have been made 
second offences, the penalty for which 
is imprisonment without the option of 
afine. So thatin this matter we have 
seen practically demonstrated the truth 
of that Scripture which says: ‘Because 
sentence against an evil work is not ex- 
ecuted speedily, therefore the heart of 
the sons of men is fully set in them to 
do evil.” Eccl. 8: 11. ; 

‘““A Gigantic Evil.” These are the 
words used by the Royal Commission 
to describe one view of the liquor traffic. 
And it is nothing less than this that we 
are striving to grapple with at the pres- 
ent time in the township of Rawdon. 
And in order that your readers may 
understand the situation here at the 
present time, I beg leave to quote an 
extract from what was published by the 
Presbyterian Banner of Dec, 30, ’96, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., and given as the words 
of an officer of the Liquor League of 
Ohio, at a meeting in which the inter- 
ests of the saloon business was being 
discussed: ‘It will appear from these 
facts, gentleman, that the success of 
our business is dependent largely upon 
the creation of appetite for drink. Men 
who drink liquor like others will die, 
and if there is no new appetite created, 
our counters will be empty, as will also 
be our coffers. * * * The open fields 
for the creation of this appetite is among 
the boys. After men have grown and 
their habits have formed they rarely 
change in this regard. It will be need- 
ful therefore that missionary work be 
done among the boys. and I make the 
suggestion, gentlemen, that nickels ex- 
pended in treats to the boys now will 
return in dollars to your tills after the 
appetite has been formed, Above all 
things create appetite.” 

Now Mr. Editor, was there ever any- 
thing conceived, outside of Pandemon- 
ium itself, more fiendish and diabolical ? 
And yet, spoken or unspoken, the fact 
remains that the traffic exists only by 
recruits from among the boys. And 
still another fact is before us. We are 
asked to vote on the 6th day of January, 
1902, to repeal a law which prohibits 
the carrying on of such abominable 
work in our township, and by so doing 
open up the way for a law that will give 
men the right to make drunkards of our 
boys, and debauch the fair young men 
of our laud, the pride of our hearts, and 
the hope of our nation. 

Fathers and mothers of Rawdon; fel- 
low-citizenes of our fair township, shall 
it beso? Shall we suffer such a thing 
to take place? Shall the noble records 
of the past be tarnished now? As I re- 
member our moral victories of former 
days, methinks I hear a myriad-yoiced 
‘*No, Never! Never! Until the heavens 
be no more shall such business have the 
sanction of law by the vote of our hand.” 
For the need of the hour is not a repeal 
of the law, not a shameful-giving up of 
the contest at the critical moment, when 
victory is within our grasp. But as we

“A way has been found, for instance, 
in cotton gins, cotton mills and in 
plants where cottonseed are put 
through manufacturing processes, of 
extracting nails and other weighty and 
flinty substances that may find lodg- 
ment in. these inflammable products, 
Gravity is the natural force used. Nails 
and rocks and materials of this kind 
are heavier than cotton and its by- 
products, and they have a tendency to 
force their way to the bottom of the 
heap. By allowing these products to 
pass over a rolling belt arrangement 
these heayier materials filter toward 
the bottom and are finally extracted, 
so that when the cotton or the cotton- 
seed passes through the grind in the 
various manufacturing processes there 
is but little danger from fire so far as 
these things are concerned,”-

The erlin correspondent of the 
London Vimes informs his newspaper 
that ‘“‘the Cape-to-Cairo line of the 
African Transcontinental Velegraph 
Company has been constructed as far 
as Bismarckburg, Vogoland,’’ ‘his 
may vead all right to any one who 
knows nothing about the geography 
of Africa, but if he should try to il- 
luminate the statement by using a 
good map he would begin to suspect 
that something was wrong. The 
route of the Cape-to-Cairo telegraph 
line passes through Central Africa, 
while Togoland is a German posses- 
sion on the west coast, Bismarck- 
burg being a settlement in the inter- 
jor of the colony. 

Such blunders are quite excusable 
as long as Africa is comparatively 
little known, but some people con- 
tinue to perpetrate them when they 
should know better.

The Jura-Simplon Will be Twelve 
and a Half Miles Long. 


Like certain armies of tho past, 
thore are some railroad trains which 
must get into Italy.

There 
were scores of plans; but finally the 
most costly and most ‘daring, and 
yet the simplest, was chosen, namely 
to go right through. In 1891 the 
plan was submitted to the Swiss 
Government. In 1895 the Swiss and 
Italian Governments ratified a treaty 
for having the tunnel between them. 

At once the Jura-Simplon let out 
the contract for building the tunnel, 
which must be delivered five and a 
half years from November 18, 1898, 
when the work was begun. The pen- 
alty for delay will be one thousand 
dollars a day, with a bonus of as 
much for each day ahead of time. 
The tunnel is to be twelve and one- 
quarter miles long, with a smaller 
tunnel for ventilation, paratic: vo the 
first at a distance of cighteen and a 
half yards. Under a future contract 
the second tunnel will be made the 
same sizo as the first, for a return 
track. ‘ 

Three thousand men on each side of 
the mountain are opening this path 
between Switzerland and Italy. Drills 
a yard and a half long and as thick 
as a man’s‘orearm eat into the solid 
rock at the rate of a yard and a 
half in fifteen minutes. Nino holes 
are bored at a time, and each is 
charged with more than six pounds 
of dynamite. Tne -dynamite splin- 
ters the rock out cleanly to the 
depth of the holes, and the debris— 
five hundred tons of it every tiwenty- 
four hours—is hauled away and 
dumped by an electric crane beyond 
the mouth of the tunnel. 

The workmen advance at the rate 
of «about twenty-three feet a day. 
The last official report, April 1st 
showed a progress of nearly three 
miles from the Swiss side and more 
{han two miles from the Italian side, 
over five miles in all. This means 
that the contractors are well up with 
their schedule. Within three years a 


ltrain will-leave Brieg, Switzerland, 


be lost for twenty minutes, and come 
out at Iselle, Italy. : 

To make that little journéy possi- 
blo will have cost fourteen million 
dollars, but the difference between 
the tunnel and the Simplon Pass 
over tho mountains will be the dif- 
ference between twenty minutes and 
nine hours.

1,—That By-Law, No. 188, of the 'Town- 
ship of Rawdon, prohibiting the sale by 
retail of spirituous, fermented or other 
ananufactured liquors, in every tavern, inn 
or other place of public entertainment, in 
the said municipality; and altogether pro- 
hibiting the sale thereof, in every shop or 
place in the said municipality, other than 
a house of public entertainment. . 

That said By-Law, No, 188 is hereby re- 
pealed, . - : 

2.—That the vote of the electors of the 
said Township of Rawdon, will be taken 
on the By-Law, by the Deputy Returning 
Officers, hereinafter named, on Monday, 
the sixth day of January, one thousand 
nine hundred and two, commencing at 
nine o'clock in the morning and continuing 
until five o'clock in the afternoon, at the 
undermentioned places ;— 


No. 1 Polling Place, Ridge Road School

Officer, 

No. 2 Polling Place, Maria Phillips’ 
House, Allen Bailey, Deputy Returning 
Officer. ;

No. 4 Polling Place, Geo. Johnston's 
Blacksmith Shop, Simon Armstrong, Dep-

No. 5 Polling Place, Orange Hall, Spring 
Brook, Wm. M, Haslett, Deputy Return- 
ing Officer. 

No 6 Polling Place, Samuel Mumby’s 
Blacksmith Shop, Miles Mason, Deputy

3.—That on the Thirtieth day of Decem- 
ber, A.D, 1901, at the Lown Hall, in the 
Township of Rawdon, at the hour of eleven 
o'clock in the forenoon, the Reeve shall up- 
point in writing, signed by himself, two 
persons to attend at the final summing up 
of the votes by the clerk, and one person 
to attend at each polling place on behalf 
of the persons interested in and desirous 
of promoting the passing of this By-Law, 
and a like number on behalf of the persons 
interested in and desirous of opposing the 
passing of this By-Law. 

4,—That the Clerk, of the said Municipal 
Council of the Township of Rawdon, shall 
attend at the Town Hall. at the hour of 
eleven o'clock in the forenoon, on the 
Seventh day of January, A.D, 1902, to sum 
up the number of votes given for and 
against this By-Law. 

5.—This By-Law shall come into oper- 
ation, and be of full force and effect, on 
and after the First day of May next, after 
the final passing thereof,
